Dear Sirs 


In regard to your letter of May 6. We have 
about fifty silver coins and perhaps sixty or 
seventy bronze coins of Rome. These are scattered 
fairly well over both the Republic and the Empire. 
We Should like to add to these about as many more. 
We are fairly well equipped with books on coins. 

We have Babelon and Cohen; and the catalogs of the 
Roman coins in the British Museum so far ss published. 
For purposes of instruction some coins are far more 
valuable than others. If you see any opportunity 

at any time to help us get more of the important 

coins we Shall be very glad for the favor. 


It is not our intention to put in a course in 
coins but to give a little work in coins in connection 
with a course which we give in Latin Inscriptions. 

We wish also to improve our collection for the 
value it will have in illustrating the work in the 
Latin authors and in Roman History. 


We have no Greek coins and I think we shall 
want to improve our collection of Roman coins before 
—— e more than an incidental start on the Greek 
Side.
